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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the alternate 
selection of the display buffers is not analogous to Applicants' claimed schedule management section that specifies a display order and 
display time of the plural video information through schedule data as seen in Applicant's Fig. 5 of the original disclosure) are not recited in 
the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). While Fig. 5 of Applicant's original disclosure discloses 
the display order of more than the next two images to be shown in schedule data that takes on a playlist format, this is not claimed. The 
Examiner does not find the interpretation in the Final Rejection dated 01/06/201 0 unreasonable as the claimed "display order" is not further 
limited in the claim. A "display order" as understood in the art is reasonably interpreted as the order in which the buffers of Bishop are 
instructed by the control signal to be display the images therein. While the display time disclosed in Fig. 5 of Applicants' original disclosure 
is specified to be a duration of how long the image is to be displayed, this is not claimed. The Examiner does not find the interpretation in 
the Final Rejection dated 01/06/2010 unreasonable as the claimed "display time" is not further limited in the claim. A "display time" as 
understood in the art is reasonably interpreted as information representing when, temporally (e.g., the image is the "next" image to be 
displayed), the display of the image will occur. Thus, the Examiner feels that the interpretations disclosed in the Final Rejection dated 
01/06/2010 follow the broadest reasonable interpretation standards with respect to the claimed term "schedule data". In the interest of 
expediting the prosecution of the instant application, the Examiner recommends amending the display order and time of the schedule data 
of the schedule management section to include the details disclosed in Fig. 5 of Applicants' original disclosure in order to overcome the 
prior art of record. . 
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
